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TWO  NEW  BUILDINGS  SLATED  FOR  CAMPUS 

Minges  Family 

Assures  College 

Of  New  Science  Building 

The  gift  of  a  Science  Building  to  Lenoir 
Rhyne  college  by  Mr.  Luther  L.  Minges, 
LL.D,,  of  Rocky  Mount,  and  his  children 
was  announced  recently  by  Dr.  Voigt  R. 
Cromer,  President  of  Lenoir  Rhyne.  This 
ranks  among  the  largest  gifts  to  be  re- 
ceived by  Lenoir  Rhyne  since  the  found- 
ing of  the  college  in  1891. 

This  outstanding  benefaction  had  its  ori- 
gin in  1944  with  an  initial  contribution  of 
$20,000  in  U.  S.  Treasury  Bonds  by  Mr. 
Minges,  establishing  the  Minges  Building 
Fund.  Periodic  additions  to  the  fund  by 
Mr.  Minges  since  that  year  have  increased 
its  assets  to  a  substantial  total.  Because 
of  the  advance  in  building  costs  and  the 
importance  of  erecting  a  science  building 
of  adequate  size  and  facilities  for  Lenoir 
Rhyne  in  her  program  of  expansion,  Dr. 
Minges  has  recently  made  an  additional 
large  gift  and  has  been  joined  by  his 
children,  who  are  supplementing  the  fund 
with  their  individual  gifts. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  authorized 
the  college  officials  and  architect  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  preparation  of  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  science  building  with 
the  expectation  of  beginning  construction 
in  1958.  The  cost  of  the  proposed  build- 
ing is  estmated  at  $400,00  not  including 
the  equipment  which  is  to  be  financed 
from  other   sources. 

In  announcing  the  Minges  contribution 
Dr.  Cromer  declared:  "The  gift  of  a  new 
science  building  is  a  tremendous  boost  to 
our  development  program  arid  will  make 
possible  the  further  growth  and  strengthen- 
ing of  the  science  department  which  is 
overcrowded  in  existing  facilities.  This  is 
a  magnificent  project  on  the  part  of  Dr. 
Minges  and  members  of  his  family  who 
are  generous  supporters  of  Christian  High- 
er Education.  For  years  to  come  their 
investment  will  produce  high  dividends  in 
priceless  human  values.  The  Minges  chil- 
dren share  the  vision  of  a  Christian  father 
and  join  him  in  translating  his  cherished 
dream  into  glorious  reality." 

Dr.  Minges  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Lenoir  Rhyne  Board  of  Trustees  from  1943 
until  1955.  A  son,  L.  Dean  Minges,  is  now 
a   member   of   the   Board.    Dr.    and   Mrs.

Boys  Dorm  Plans 
Call  For  Expenditure 
Of  Over  Half  Million 

Lenoir  Rhyne  college  will  finance  a  i 
three -story  dormitory  to  house  approxi- 
mately two  hundred  men  students  with  a 
federal  loan  of  $510,000  approved  this 
summer  by  the  community  facilities  ad- 
ministration of  the  Housing  and  Home 
Finance  Agency. 

The  new  building  will  be  located  on 
the  wooded  hillside  on  Eighth  Avenue, 
N.  E.,  between  the  Hickory  Junior  High 
school  and  College  Field.  It  was  originally 
planned  to  have  the  dormitory  ready  for 
occupancy  in  September,  1958,  Dr.  Cromer 
said,  and  although  there  has  been  lengthy 
delays  in  the  processing  of  the  application 
and  receipt  of  approval,  it  is  still  hoped 
that  the  building  can  be  completed  by 
that  date. 

The  new  facility  will  be  contemporary 
in  design,  and  will  house  two  students 
to  a  room. 

Dr.  Cromer  also  pointed  out  that  dur- 
ing the  fund  raising  campaign  for  college 
development,  conducted  two  years  age,  the 
sum  of  $250,000  was  earmarked  for  a  wo- 
men's dormitory.  In  following  out  the 
master  plan,  it  was  decided  to  renovate 
the  newest  dormitory  on  the  campus, 
Fritz  Hall,  for  the  use  of  women  students, , 
and  to  move  the  men's  dormitory  off  the 
main  campus  to  its  proposed  location. 

This  decision  eleminated  the  urgency 
of  erecting  an  additional  women's  dorm- 
itory, he  said,  and  left  funds  available  for 
the  renovation  of  Fritz  Hall,  for  increased 
building  costs  caused  by  the  refinement 
of  plans  for  the  new  auditorium  and  gym- 
nasium, and  for  the  purchase  of  equip- 
ment for  these  new  buildings. 

It   is  expected  that   the  amortization  ofi 
the  Federal  loan  for  the  new  men's  dorm- 
itory   will    largely    be    financed    through 
dormitory  income.  Dr.  Cromer  concluded.

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RECEIPTS  CONTINUE  IN  LENOIR  RHYNE  DEVELOPMENT  FUND 

Report  as  of  September  12,  1957 

Amount  subscribed  $1,507,685.15 

Amount   paid    1,036,974.13 

Balance    outstanding    470,711.02 

With  68.78%  of  the  amount  subscribed  now  paid,  the  Lenoir  Rthyne  Development 
Fund  is  now  in  the  completion  drive  to  achieve  100%  paid. 

In  recent  weeks  payments  have  been  flowing  into  the  office  and  hundreds  of 
pledges  are  entering  the  "paid-in-full"  classification.  This  is  to  be  expected  with  the 
expiration  of  the  thirty-month  payment  period. 

It  is  hoped  that  all  subscribers  who  are  in  arrears  will  hasten  to  join  the  "paid-in- 
fuU"  company.  The  total  paid  should  reach  90%  by  the  end  of  1957.  This  allows  10% 
to  cover  balances  not  due  until  after  1957  because  of  a  few  subscriptions  which  were 
made  on  an  extended  payment  period.  In  order  to  reach  the  90%  by  December  31,  the 
flow  of  payments-in-full  must  continue  through  the  next  three  months. 

President  Voigt  R.  Cromer  made  the  following  statement  in  releasing  the  above 
report:  "We  are  grateful  for  the  thousands  of  subscribers  who  have  fulfilled  their 
pledges  but  there  is  a  wide  gap  of  31.22%  to  be  filled  in  reaching  the  total  pledged  in 
the  1955  campaign.  This  is  the  crucial  period.  Only  a  concentrated  response'  on  the 
part  of  those  with  unpaid  balances  can  bring  complete  success.  No  alumnus  will  want 
to  subtract  from  100%  subscription  receipts  by  an  unpaid  pledge."
